{Indicate Big Strike Is 
Inevitable, 


RUSH TO STORE UP FUEL. 


Thane in TiHinois, Indiana, 
and Ohio Will Confiscate 
_ Shipments to Meet 


in the bituminous coal fields today took on 
activity which demonstrates that both mine 
operators and miners are convinced the con- 
flict is inevitable. 

With negotiations practically at an end and 
peace hopes all but abandoned the operators 
suddenly realize that only six more days 
remain in which to get ready for the enforced 
shutdown of the mines. 

The miners under the ola agreement are 
bound to work no longer than next Saturday. 
On that day, unless outside intervention steps 


in to stay the limit, the strike threatens to: 


become effective in the soft coal collieries 
of at least eleven states. 

While storing of coal against famine has 
been in progress since early in December 
the big operators attending the conference 
here said today that many large concerns, 
half some sort of a settlement, 
have neglected to husband adequate supplies, 
and there will be within the next few days 
an unparalleled rush to hoard as much coal 
as possible. 

First Move by Railroads. . 

The first move in this direction is expected 
to be taken by the railroads. Beginning to- 
morrow the roads in Illinois, I , and 
Ohio in particular are planning to confiscate 
every ton of coal they can lay their hands 
upon. 

Under the interstate commerce act the 
railroads claim the right to pursue this 
course in order to prevent interruption of 
trade. Railroad representatives here say 
this is upon the theory that operation of 
railroads is necessary if interstate traffic i+ 


| to be maintained. 


Those roads whose lines tap the soft coal 
fields expected to find, little difficulty im get- 
ting hold of hundreds. of thousands of tons. 
Others, such as the lines in the northwest, 
will have more trouble. These roads, how- 
ever, are reported to have taken earlier pre- 
cautions in the matter and they are supplied 
already with fairly large quantities of fuel. 

Some of the mine operators not directly 
representing the railroad coal interests are 
making a clamor against the proceeding. 
many cases mine owners have contracted 
for large amounts of which they had 
expected to deliver during the coming week 
from their shafts. With the railro 
ping In and confiscating every pound. 
operators say they will not be able to fulfill 
their contracts. 

“It comes hard upon us and upon our 
customeérs,”" said one TIllincis operator. 
“But there is no recourse. If the strike 
comes the small manufacturers will have 
to suffer.’’ 


Mine Owners Prepare for Strike. 


Scores of operators who have been attend- 
ing the conference left for their mines today 
to superintend preparations for the protec- 
tion of their property after Aprill. It isnot 
feared strikes will cause so much damage as 
will result from flooding or the natural run- 
ning down of *he mines during the period of 
idleness. 

All the mine owners practically have ar- 


| ranged to maintain forces of men at work to 


guard against such contingencies. Engi- 
neers and pumpmen are not expected to walk 
out with the miners, although they belong 
to the same organization. Leaders in the 
miners union say the miners have as much 
interest in maintaining the shafts in as good 
conditions as the owners themselves, and 
they are willing to agree to any plans on their 
part to keep them from being injured or de- 
stroyed. 

A few operators here represent the owner- 
ship of nonunion mines scattered through 
the various states. These mines, of course, 
will. not be close® down on account of the 
strike, but will continue to run to their fullest 
capacity. Im western Pennsylvania in par- 
ticular tnetructions were given today over 
the long distance telephone to begin the erec- 
tion of stockades to protect nonunion men 
who are expected to work im these collieries. 


Miners Well Prepared. 


The miners say they have made fewer 
preparations for a strike than have the mine 
owners. The union treasuries cannot be 
increased within the next week to any con- 
siderable degree. Already great funds are 
stored in some of the district treasuries. [l- 
linois miners in particular have hoarded 
nearly $1,000,000 since the bituminous strike 
in 1897. 

If negotiations are brought to am end to- 
motrow the mineworkers’ convention will 
be called together probably on the following 
day and plans laid for the conduct of the 
strike. The executive board of the miners 
will have general supervision over the strike 
in the event it comes and President Mitchell, 
under the constitution of the organization, 
will be given wide powers in its general 
management. In each state or district de- 
tails of the strike will be left in the hands 
of the local officials and executive commit- 
tees. 

Predictions of the operators varied from 
a statement that the strike, if it comes, will 
not last more than thirty days to other esti- 
mates that it will continue throughout the 
rs ohn can tell in advance how great or 
how long the strike will be,” said 8, F. Chap-

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TRUCK DRIVERS MAY STRIKE 


Teamsters’ Union Votes to Stand 
by Wage Increase Demands. 


EMPLOYERS, TOO, ARE FIRM. 


Say They Cannot Pay More After 
Agreement Expires, May 1. 


Chicago will see a second big teamsters 
strike if the plans laid by the Truck Drivers’ 
union at a meeting held yesterday are car- 
fied out. 

The drivers, backed by their international 
organization, unanimously voted to push 
their demands for increased wages and bet- 
ter conditions. The Chicago Team Owners’ 
association as firmly has decided to resict. 
Neither side seea any common ground upon 
which to meet or a possibility of a com- 
promise, The truck drivers’ local, with 8,000 
members, is the etrongest in the union in 
Chicago. 

The demands of the teamsters have been 
in the hands of their employers for more 
than two weeks, but it was hot until yester- 
day that the workers themselves admitted 
the possibility of a strike. The obstinate 
struggie of seventy days’ duration, which 
came to an end last July, makes the prospect 
of a similar strike unwelcome to both em- 
ployers and men, and until the result of the 
referendum vote was announced it was be- 
Meved that the differences could be patched 
up. 


International Sends Approval. 
While the teamsters’ meeting was in prog- 
ress at the Truck Drivers’ union headquer- 
tere, 164 Madison street, a telegram was 
received from the international headquar- 
ters of the organization at Indianapolis. The 
executive board indorsed the action of the 
union and pledged full support. A vote then 
was taken as to whether the demands, which 
the employers had refused to meet, mouls 

be changed or withdrawn. 

The pay of truck drivers of the various 
grades ranges ‘from $13 to $19, with the same 
pay for overtime. The men demand §1 in- 
crease a week for each grade, time and one- 
half for overtime, and extra men to do the 
barn work. The existing agreement, entered 
into two years ago, expires on May 1. 

Reasons for making the‘demands were set 
forth by the union in the following manner: 

" The teamster’s work is harder than that 
of any toiler who earns anything like the 
same wages. He is compelled to be out in the 
hottest of summer and the coldest of winter 


weather riding on a wagon, where he is most | 


exposed to the climate. 

“* The cost of living has increased more.rap- 
idly than have the teamster’s wages. Our 
wages are not sufficient te support our wives 
and children, to say nothing of educating 
our children in such a manner ae to fit them 
to compete with those of the classes who are 
more fortunately situated.’’ 


Say Increase Is Impossible. 

But the teamowners hold that their busi- 
ness will not permit them to accede io the 
demands of the teamsters. The completion 
of the Illinois Tunnel company's bore, con- 
necting with nearly every downtown busi- 
ness house and railway freighthouse, is an 
important factor that will enter into the sit- 
uation in case of a strike. The teamowners 
say that it has taken considerable business 
from them already "ona will get still more 
in case of &

hands of the teamowners for some time, but 
there is no possibility of its beeing grantea,’’ 
said Thomag J. Cavanagh, secretary of the 
employers’ body. ‘“ Qur .present business 
would not warrant the granting of the men’s 
demands and the talk of a strike, in view of 
the last defeat of the men, is laughable,” 

Hugh McGee, who was business agent for 
the teamsters during last summer's strike, 
says the men are stronger than they were 
then. He insisted that nothing will satisfy or 
be acceptable to them but the granting of 
every clause in the proposed agreement sent 
to the teamowners. 


Problem for Coal Teamsters. 


Another organization of teameters, the 
Coal Teamsters’ union, is planning some ac- 
tion which will prevent its members from 
taking enforced vacations during the sum- 
mer. The 2,000 members expect to be thrown 
out of work on April 1, regardless of the 
decision of the coal] miners as to their present 
difficulties with the mine operators. So big 
a supply of coal has been laid in by manu- 
facturers, railroads, and public institutions 
that there will be little fuel to haul. 


Street Car Men Ask Increase. 


The employés of the Chicago City railway, 
8,000 in number, also ask an increase in 
wages. The demands were drawn up at a 
meeting held at midnight on Saturday. The 
proposed new scale has not yet been placed 
in the hande of the employers, and as the 
present agreement does not expire until April 
80 there is little prospect of a strike. 

The agreement asks an increase of 10 per 
cent for the mechanical, shop, and barn men, 
of 4 cents an hour for electrical trainmen, 
and a revision of the train schedule for other 
employés in order to make the length of the 
working day not to exceed ten hours.

STORY OF TREACHERY TOLD. 


Pulajanes Attack While Being Photo- 
graphed—30 Natives Slain. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
MANILA, March 26, 10 a. m—<An unoffi- 
clal report just received from the Island of 
Samar says the body of Gov. Curry, who was 
reported missing after the fight with Pule- 
janes, has been found erg hacked by his 
murderers. 


“Up to this report the saat news of Gov. 
Curry was thet he was seen being chased 
by Puldjanes and it was thought he might 
be hiding in the dense brush In that local- 
ity. 

The other Americans reported missing are 
eafe. Three hundred constabulary were re- 
ported on the trail of the fugitive natives 
and searching for Gov. Curry. 


was in New Mexico, was a member of the 
Rough Riders, reaching the rank of captain. 
He also was an officer of the volunteer 
troops sent to the Philippines and became 
Manila’s first chief of police under American 
rule. 

Early last year he was appointed governor 
of the province of Samar, succeeding Gov. 
Feito, who resigned, and was given extraor- 
dinary powers for the purpose of bringing 
peace to the troubled distFict. 


Thirty Fanatics Reported Slain. 

Further advices of the battle at Magtaon 
are that thirty of the Pulajane fanatics 
were destroyed and sixteen of the constabu- 
lary killed or wounded. There are further 
details of the story of treachery connected 
with the encounter, 

A dispatch from Capt. Jones of the con- 
stabulary at Magtaon says that on March 23 
Gov. Curry, Judge Lobinger, and Superin- 
tendent of Schools Hoover arrived there and 
camped over night near the Pulajanes. The 
presence of the officials was made known 
to the rebellious natives and their leader an- 
nounced that he would surrender hie force 
the next day: As a result of this promise 
the Americans returned to the town of Mag- 
taon, accompanied by Col. Agullar, another 
Pulajane chief. 

The next day, Saturday morning, four 
chiefs of the Pulajanes, with over 100 men 
and fourteen guns, appeared at Magtaon and 
lined up in front of the constabulary bar- 
racks. Between the barracks and the Pula- 
janes stood the group of American officials. 


Photograph Ruse for Attack. 

One of the chiefs expressed a wish that his 
party be photographed in the act of sur- 
rendering, and Supt. Hoover, in compliance 
with the request, was adjusting his camera 
when the Pulajanes’ leader blew a whistle 
and gave an order to advance, The entire 
party of natives thereupon rushed upon the 
American officials, who escaped to the Mag- 
taon river and swam to the opposite bank. 

When the treachery of the natives was ap- 
parent the constabulary immediately opened 
fire and a fierce fight ensued, in which the 
constabulary gained a decisive victory. The 
Pulajanes were chased to the mountains, but 
the pursuers lost more guns than they cap-

Activity of the Liquor Interests 
Threatens Annulment of High 
License Ordinance. 


Aroused to the necesstty of supporting the 
high Heense al@ermen who are candidates 
for re@lection if the $1,000 ordinance and the 
increase of the city police force are to be 
maintained, many Chicago pastors in their 
sermons yesterday urged good citizens to 
take an active and aggressive interest in the 
aldermanic campaign. 

Commenting on the fact that the saloon 
interests had closed every hall in the Fif- 
teenth ward agaiget Ald. Belifuss because of 
his support of the high license measure, one 
minister suggested that church and school 
buildings should be thrown open for political 
meetings im the interest of good government. 

Another clergymat @welt on the declara- 
tion made at a banquet last week by the at- 
torney general of Tilinois that all saloons 
cart be closed at 1 a. m. and on Suindays, 
that thugs and other criminals can be driven 
from the city, and vice suppressed if the ex- 
isting ordinances and laws are enforced, 
These laws andordinances, the minister said, 
will be enforced if the good citizens unite in 
Gemanding it. 

Lesson in the Beilfuss Case. 
In Grace Methodist er ehuroeh the

~ fe and the Law ”’ was the 
theme of a prelude by the Rev. W. A. Bart- 
eth, D. D., In First Congregational church. 
The minister said: 

“m™hera were several interesting develop- 

ments at the Congregational club Monday 
evening with reference to law and order. 
They would be amusing if they were not so 
tragic. Three of the speakers were high 
officials of city, county, and state. 
“The first thing they made plain was that 
the law might be enforced if the citizens de- 
manded it. The climax was reached when 
the attorney general of IlMnois deliberately 
went on record as saying: : 

“* The trouble is not with our laws. The 
ordinances of Chicago and the statutes of 
IHinois, if enforced, will clean out every 
dive, shut up your saloons at 1 o’clock, and 
keep them closed on Sunday, put your gam- 
blers apd thugs in jail, send your burglars 
and footpads to the penitentiary, and your 
murderers to the gallows. And these laws 
are not obsolete. They are found in the 
latest revisions of yeur statutes and codes. 
No candidates can repeal them by agreeing 
to ignore them.’ 


Laws Can Be Enforced. 


“Such an utterance from such a source, 
with the explanation of penalties for officials 
who fail to do these duties, amounted to a 
challenge to the men and women there to go 
on record for the enforcement of law. 

** The attorney general said in effect, ‘ Your 
mayor has the power to enforce these laws 
and to close the saloons on Sunday. He is 
. open to indictment for malfeasance in oumice.’ 

“We still sat and applauded these utter- 
ances as though they were some humorous 
toast with which we were to be amused and 
entertained after our sumptuous repast. 

‘** When the mayor said to the Sunday clos- 
ing league, * The churches are not with you,’ 
he may not have been so far wrong.” 


Effect of Dance Hall Bars. 


Dr. Bartlett said tn his evening sermon: 
“Think of an alderman of this city intro- 
ducing a resolution to permit liquor to be 
sold at dance hills. It has been shown that 
more than 90 per cent of the girls ruined in 
this city began their downward course in 
these places which offer opportunity for vice, 
and here is a man that would stain his hands 
with human blood.”’ 

In Advent Christian church the Rey. Orrin 
R. Jenks said: 

“ Every Christian should show the prac- 
tical working of his righteousness by going 
to the polls and voting, independent of party 
lines, only for those candidates who will work 
for the reduction of saloons, the increase of 
the police force, and the consequent protec- 
tion of our homes, our schools, and legitimate 
and necessary business interests. Toneglect 
to vote for clean men in such a crisis as this 
is to be a traitor to the dearest interests of 
life and to be undeserving the name of Chris- 
tian or.citizen.”’ ; 


Must Maintain Vantage Ground. 


Bishop Fallows in St. Paul’s Reformed 
Episcopal church said: 

“Spasms of virtue will not avail much 
against the unwavering purposes of vice. The 
vantage ground gained in our recent munici- 
pal struggle must be maintained. ‘ Thisone 
thing I do" must be the motto of every right 
minded citizen, ‘ té use every means possible 
at command to re@lect the men who have 
helped the city in fits struggle against crime.’ 
It must be the motto of the chief of police 
and of every officer on the force to thwart the 
gambler and halt the criminal.”’ 


Value of Prayer Urged, 

At First Methodist Episcopal church Dr. 
J. P. Brushingham said among other things: 

“Pray and work for a better Chicago. 
Satan trembles when he sees the weakest 
,saint upon his knees.. I trust the noonday 
meetings held in this church for the next 
three weeks will not only be inspired by the 
addresses of the splendid men chosen ty 
speak, but that all will pray earnestly and 
importunately for our beloved city. Let us 
go from our Knees to the polling places, anz 
selfish galoon politics will tremble before 
the breath of the Infinite.”’ 


Saloon Ownership the Issue. 

The Rev. Austen K. de Blois in the First

SPEAKER SAYS IT IS A REVER- 
SION IN GOVERNMENT. 


At Four Cornered Debate Before Hull 
House Men’s Club A. J. Hirschl, 
Representing Republican Party, De- 
plores Referendum — Daniel lL. 
Cruice Presents Democratic, W. A. 
Brubaker, Prohibition, and S. Sted- 
man, Socialistic Arguments. 


The tendency to exalt the “ little ballot ”’ 
above the wisdom of a deliberative body 
was deplored by Andrew J. Hirschl, formerly 
candidate for judge on the republican ticket, 
in an address before the Hull House Men’s 
club yesterday afternoon. The occasion was 
a four cornered debate in which Mr. Hirsch] 
defended the record of the republican party 
as contrasted with those of the democratic, 
prohibition, and socialist parties, represent- 
ed respectively by Daniel L. Cruice, W. A.

“We abolished the town meeting years 
ago,’’ said Mr. Hirschl, “ whem’ we realized 
that we had grown too large to make joint 
discussion possible. Now we are a pure 
republic, delegating the management of our 
affairs to representatives with the leisure 
and the ability to manage them aright. The 
little ballot is a reversion to a past type and 
is full of danger for our institutions as our 
questions grow more complex and special- 


ized. : 
Hits at $75,000,000 Law. 

‘* And now we are asked to blazon abroad 
our willingness, regardless of its wisdom, to 
pay $75,000,000 for the street car properties 
of Chicago. Why not leave that to our repre- 
sentatives to get a smaller price if they can? 
All our ‘ little ballot” has done is to notify 
the.traction companies that if they only wait 
long enough eventually we sfall pay them 
the $75,000,000, 

“ When I was a boy I remember we had to 
pay $1.25 for a can of inferior kerosene. To- 
day we can get it for 10 or 15 cents. I don’t like 
the Staridard Oil company, but I tell you 
that when the repubiican party gets through 
with that trust we will have oil at an even 
lower figure,’’ 


Admires Republican “Nerve.”’ 

“T admire the nerve of the republican 
party,’’ said Mr. Cruice. ‘‘ There is some- 
thing sublime in the hardihood with which it 
sanctions a high protective tariff for infant 
industries. The tariff, republicans tell you, 
is for the benefit of the workingman, and so 
the trusts maintain costly lobbies at Wash- 
ington te keep that tariff up. 

* As for the prohibition party, when will it 
learn that you never can legislate men into 
wearing wings ‘on and after this date?’ ’’ 


Prohibitionist Produces Figures. 

“We don’t intend to legislate them into 
wearing wings,’’ retorted Mr. Brubaker, the 
prohibition speaker. ‘‘ We do intend to pre- 
-vent the liquor interests, through greed, from 
destroying decency in men,

of the tariff, but it only amounts to $284,0v0,- 
000 during the entire year, and we drink that 
up in three months. He says we would be 
better off with a ‘tariff for revenue only,’ 
but the difference is only $46,000,000, and we 
drink that up in fifteen days.”

WOMAN AND CHILD SAVED FROM

Mrs. Frank Stark and 10 Months O16 
Daughter Are Carried to the Street 
from Building at 155-159 Clark 
Street—Loss of $5,000 Is Caused— 
Flames Soon After Break Out in 
Structure at 214-220 Clark Street,

A woman and her 10 months old baby were 
rescued from a fire last evening in the build- 
ing at 155-159 Clark street. The flames were 
extinguished after a loss of $5,000 had been 
done to the stock of the firms occupying the 
building. 

Mrs. Frank Stark, wife of the janitor of th2 
building. was on the fourth floor when the 
fire started in the third floor. She seized her 
child and hurried toa fire escape. She opened 
the window and clitnbed:to the escape, where 
she was seen by persons:below. Persons in 
the street shoutedyo her te go. inside. 

Mrs. Stark then disappeared inside the 
building and a few seconds later the flames 
broke through the windows on the third 
floor. The woman, sided by firemen, walked 
through the smoke filled halls and down the 
stairs to the street. — 

With the arrival of firemen, guests of the 
Hotel Veley and the Morrison hotel crowded 
to the windows and watched the men at their 
work, but no excitement was manifested.

Fire in Clark Street Building.

Courtney loaded his captives into two 
buses which had been kept in readiness and 
carried them before Justite Grant, who, 
obligingly was waiting at his office.

Each 
also—including those for whom no warrants 
are said to have been issued—paild $2 for 
the accommodation. The proceedings before 
Justice Grant were not concluded until 
around 2 a. m. yesterday. 

Attorney Thomas J, Johnson, representing 
Finkelstein, who was called to Grant’s court, 
said he would lay the case before State's At- 
torhey Healy and City Prosecutor Taylor to- 
day. 

Raid Like a Kidnaping. 

The raid was conducted under circum- 
stances that caused the victims to feel that 
they were being kidnaped and held up. 

“Barly in the evening Finkelstein came to 
the West Lake street station,” Lieut. Hard- 
ing said, “ and asked if he couldihave a poker 
game in his saloon. I told him he could not. 
Then, fearing that he might be inclined to go 
ahead and take his chances, I detailed Ser- 
geant Quinn to stay at the place and see 
that the order was obeyed.” 

The police afid Attorney Johnson both said 
that Courtney had been seen hanging around 
the saloon early im the evening.

Two detectives were stabbed, one perhaps 
fatally and the other wounded with a knife 
in the hand of an assailant, and two Greeks 
were shot, che fatally, in a fight between the 
policemen and Greeks at Halsted and Polk 
streets shortly before midnight last night. 


The Wounded. 

DOYLB, JAMES, 35 years old; detective from the 
Maxwell street station; stabbed four times; prob- 
ably will die at the county hospital. 

CONSIDINE, JAMES, 40 years old, detective from 
the Maxwell streét station; stabbed once; condi!- 
tion not serious. 

KATOPOPULAS, JOSEPH, 30 years old. shot in 
the abdomen; expected to die at the county hos- 
pital. 

KARAKIS, GEORGE, 82 years ol, shot im the 
abdomen; wound severe, but is expected to re- 
cover. 


Seek Another Wounded Greek. 


A third Greek is believed to have been shot, 
but he escaped and Is being sought by de- 
tectives. 

One of the Greeks arrested, giving his name 
as Gus Satomakis, is believed to be the man 
who inflicted the wounds which may cause 
Doyle’s death. Thomas Metakates is also 
under urrest at the Maxwell street station 

According to information obtained by the 
potice, four men, all Greeks, accosted a wom- 
an at the northwest corner of Polk and Hal- 
sted streets, opposite Hull house, while shé 
was walking south in Halsted street. 

Detectives Considine and Doyle observed 
the act, and, believing the woman was either 
a victim of insults or was being robbed, at- 
tempted to arrest the men. A fight ensued, 
the woman hurryingaway in herfright. He- 
identity the police are endeavoring to dis- 
cover. 


Draw Knives Against Policemen. 


When thegpolicemen were assailed by the 
Greeks the latter drew knives, which they 
wielded freely. .As he was being etruck 
down Doyle, as well as his companion, Con- 
sidine, drew his revolver; firing several shots. 

Two of the Greeks fell to the sidewalk as 
the shots were fired and almost simulta- 
neously Doyle was struck down, supposedly 
by the man later giving his namé as Satoma- 
kis. Considine pursued Satomakis and an- 
other man, who fled south In Halsted street. 
He fired two shots and ome of the men ut- 
tered a cry of pain, but did not stop running: 
Satomakis was overtaken by Considine, who 
arrested him.

business, as told in Tus Taipunm yesterday, 
created considerable stir among those inter- 


- ested in the pending negotiations for a reduc- 


tion of existing telephone rates. It was gen- 
erally agreed that the introduction of the 


company, who sought to dissuade him and 
his colleagues from the step, , 

“ Strong inducements were offered,” he 
said. ‘“The inducements were business 
erations of great value, if I would’ Ww 
and use my influence to cause the association 
to witidraw from this project. Other direc- 
tors were visited by the telephone officials. 


| I toldthem that the association owed it to the 


community to lend ite power to the movement 
for cheaper telephone rates."’ 

The director declined to-give the names of 
the telephone officials tn question and made 
the statement only on condition that his own 
name be withheld. , 

Mayor Dunne wae visibly pleased with the 
news that the association intends to aseist 
him in his efforts to secure lower rates in so 
tangiblea manner. The members of the cou 
cil committee on gas, oll, and electric ight. 
which has the negotiations with the Chicago 
company in hand, also sald they believed that 
the attitude of the manufacturers woul 
assist in establishing a schedule of fair rates 
no matter what company eventually obta 
the franchise to operate inthecity. The offi- 
clals of the telephone company were skeptical 
o sincerity of the association in making 
the offer. 


Confirms Report, Gives Details, . 

“It wes not-intended to make any an- 
nouncement of the agsociation’s 
for several weeks,” said : J. M. 
Glenn, “ but now that it has leaked out, I 
might as well confirm the report. We are 
busy gathering data on telephone systems 
in various cities in this country and one or 
two in Burope, and, when we have the in- 
formation all in hand, we shall submit it to 
the mayor in the form of a report.” 

It was pointed out to Mr. Glenn that Mayor 
Dunne and many aldermen believe that the 
telephone should be a monopoly. 

“I disagree with them on that point,”’ com- 
mented Mr. Glenn. ‘‘ I have only to point out 
the vast business which is now being done 
by independent telephone companies operat- 
ing in Illinois outside of Cook county, in Wis- 
consin, Indiana, and Michigan, all of which 
territory is tributary te Chicago in a coni- 
mercial sense.” 


Project Pleases the Mayor. — 

Mayor Dunne said that he had not heard of 

the association’s project until he read of it In 
Tue TRIBUNE. 
“I am greatly gratified by the showing of 
interest in the telephone which the 
manufacturers are taking,” he said “I 
have no doubt that the information concern- 
ing telephone service in various parts of the 
country which they are gathering for the 
use of the council committee will be of great 
value in arriving at some conclusion as to 
fair and reasonable rates. 

‘Ag to the projected offer to go into the 
telephone business I can only say that all 
applicants for a franchise will be treated 
fairly. I have always held the opinion that 
the telephone is a natural monopoly and 
should be so maintained. It would prove 
unsatisfactory, I believe, to have two com- 
peting systems in the city. The question, 
therefore, is reduced to the conditions on 
which the franchise to operate shall be 
granted to one company. 

“ } should not wish to discriminate against 
the present company, which has a large in- 
vestment in Chicago and is entitled to the 
fairest consideration. 

‘‘In whatever franchise is granted to any 
company I shall urge that there be included 
a provision that the municipality may ac- 
quire ownership of the telephone system and 
operate it whenever that authority shall be 
conferred on the city by the legislature,”’ 


Aldermen See Good in Plan. 


Members of the council committee thought 
the manufacturers’ move would have consid- 
erable moral effect In securing the reduc- 
tion of rates... 

“The value of the manufacturers’ propo- 
sition depends entirely on how sincere the 
offer is,” said Ald. EB. C. Potter. “I have 
been abe to understand that it may be only 
a bluff, 

“As a general thing I am opposed to com- 
pétition In the telephone business. All pub- 
lic utilities must be monopolies. But, as a 
matter of fact, the committee of the outgoing 
council has merely scratched the ground in 
the telephone question. We've been sparring 
for wind. The new council will organizeand 
a new committee will be appointed, which 
will take up the matter anew. I don’t look 
for fesults before the summer vacation,”’ 


Opposed to Competition. 

‘‘T am not in favor of allowing two or more 
telephone companies to operate in the local 
field,” said Ald. Badenoch, another member 
of the council committee. “ It is a nuisance 
to the subscriber to be compelled to take the 
service of two or more companies to keep {u 
touch with the people he desires to. But I 
believe that nothing but good can come of the 
proposal of the manufacturers. The com- 
mittee should give them a full hearing and 
without doubt much valuable information 
on the telephone question will be elicited In 
that way.” 


Wheeler Wants “ to Be Shown.”’ 
President Arthur D. Wheeler of the Chicago 
‘Telephone company wants to be shown that 
the offer is/not a bluff on the part of the 
manufacturers. 

* All I know of the proposition is what I 
have seen in THe TRIBUNB,”’ he said, “ but 
in its present unformulated shape I should 
call the scheme visionary.”

DRAG DEATH VALLEY “SCOTTY” 
FROM STAGE TO CELL IN JAIL. 


| California Man of Mystery Is Charged 


with Planning Ambush and Defraud- 
ing Many Capitalists. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 25.—[Special.]— 
Walter Scott, better known as ‘Scotty, 
Death valley mining king,’’ was dragged 
from the stage of a cheap theater, where ne 
was posing as an actor, and locked up. 

The warrant on which he was arrested 
charged complicity in. the Wingate pass am- 
bush, im which “ Scotty's” brether, Warner 
Scott, was wounded. ‘“* Scotty” secured bail 
after spending four hours in jail. 

It is alleged that when eastern capitalists 
who grubstaked Scott to $50,000 insisted upon 
an inspection of the mine Scott headed a 
party including A.Y. Pearl, J. A. St, Clair,and 
George Owen, mining experts from the east, 
amd started for Death valley. When the 
party neared Wingate pass three of Scott's 
men, it is alleged, started ahead and when 
the reet of the party appeared opened fire on 
them. 

The aim of the attackers was bad, and the 
only shot which took effect wounded Warner 
Scott, a brother of Walter. ‘“ Scotty,’ it is 
charged, ran toward the ambuscade and 
ehouted to those in it to cease firing, teHing 
them they had wounded Warner. 

It was given out that the party had been 
attacked by bandite for the purpose of rob- 
bery. The San Bernardino county authori- 
ties began a secret investigation, and when 
they had secured sufficient evidence they 
secured the warrants. 

According to the evidence secured by the 
San Bernardino authorities the ambush was 
planned by Walter Scott for the purpose of 
preventing the eastern capitalists from dis- 
covering that there is no mine in existence. 

It i» alleged that Scott never discovered a 
mine and that he has secured more than 
$650,000 from men in Los Angeles, Chicago, 
and New York on false pretenses,

NOGOAL FAMINE JE STRIKE 


9,000,000 TONS OF ANTHRACITE IN 
* STORAGE YARDs. 


Pennsylvania Companies Make Elab- 
orate Preparations for Emergencies, 


and in Case of Labor Crisis There | 
Will Be no Inconvenience as to Fuel | 
Such as Followed Walkout of 1902 | 


—Large Visible Supply Dre to Ac-«- 


Dicctaciniten 


New York, March 25.—[Special.}]—Tfhere is 
now on hand within a radius of less than 100 
miles of New York City a reserve supply. of 
more than 9,000,000 tons good marketable 
grades of anthracite coal. This is held by the 
coal operators in addition to the enormous 
supplies held by the dealers and larger con- 
sumers. The operators are prepared. to fully 
protect ‘both themselves and the pubiic 
against any contingency. 

In ascumulating this vast store of coal an 
army of men and the latest mechanical and 
engineering improvements have been stead- 
ily employed for months. Storage facilities 
have been increased largely, in some cases by 
the leasing of farms along the route of rail- 
roads. Many of these spots are isolated but 
they are within easy transportation distance 
from New York. 


Fourteen Mountains of Coal. 


One of the largest of these storage yards 
in the immediate neighborhood of New York 
City is the South Plainfield yard of the Le- 
high Valley railroad company. Here four- 
teen mountains of coal, each 75 to 80 feet 
high, with a base of 275 to 300 feet. now con- 
tain. nearly 500,000 tons, and this supply is 
being added to at a rate that can be increased 
at any time to 6.000 tons a day. Immense 
steel trimmers 90 feet in height at the apex 
add to the supply in each pile at the rate of 
five tons per minute, while the endless chains 
of horizontal pivotal reloaders fill cars at the 
rate of two tons a minute. Three loccmo- 
tives are kept busy placing cars to be loaded 
or unloaded. This yard contains 7) acres, 
about 80 of which are covered with coal. 

At Rochelle Park, N, J., the Erie raliroad 
has a yard containing at this time over 200,- 
000 tons and.its capacity ts being increased 
by the installation of additional trackage. Al 
this pliant. the cars are moved about by a 
complete cable system that dispenses with 
the use of locomotives after a car has been 
placed in the yard limits, 

At South Amboy; N. J., is one of the main 
storage yards of the Pennsylvania system 
and its capacity of 200 000 tons Is at this time 
being tested to the fullest extent. ‘Near 
Hampton Junction, the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey has accumulated something more 
than 200.000 tons of anthracite. 

At Abrams, Pa.. the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron company has one of 
the largest coal yards in the country and its 
limits now contain at least.500,000 tons. 


Largest Yards at McClellan. 


Probably tne largest coal storage yard ir 
the country is that of the Susquehanna 
Coal Co., at McClellan, Pa. 
far in excess of 500,000 tons and during these 
recent dull weeks in the coal trade a con- 
tinuous stream of ears has added to the 
supply usually maintained. 

These are the largest plants, and many of 
the coal roads have erected temporary bases 
of supply containing quantities varying 
from 650,000 tons to 100,000 tons. 

While the railroads themselves have been 
thus active, the larger céal consumers have 
not been asleep. This is indicated by the full 
plies of the New York Edison Co. at Shady 
Side, N. J., just across the Hudson from 
New York City, where an electric sign so 
large that residenis of Riverside Drive may 
read it, tells of a capacity of 200,000 tons.

MUNICIPAL COURT JUDGES. 
The members of the Chicago. Bar asso- 
ciation will practice in the new municipal 


.court. . Naturally they are anxious to see 


good judges elected and desire to do all in 
their power to get them. .They know, 
while most laymen do not, that it is of 
the utmost importance that men of the 
highest legal ability should be chosen to 
serve in the new court. The association 
is considering the advisability of making 
out for the inform&tion of the party: con- 
ventions a list of 120 men, half republic- 
ats and half democrats, who, in its opin- 
ion, have judicial qualifications. This 
would be a departure from the usual pol- 
icy of the association, which is to hold a 
bar primary after Ahe nominations have 
been made, 

There can be no impropriety in the law- 
yers who belong “to the Bar association 
or in these who are ontside of it preparing 
such lists for the, enlightenment. of dele- 
gates to the judicial conventions. . Courts 
are not created for lawyers but Yor the 
As the judges have to be lawyers, 
however, and as the members of the legal 
profession usually know one. another's 
good and bad points better than laymen 
do, they are more likely to pick out good 
candidates. 

Many of the men who will have influ- 
ence in the coming conventions appreciate 
the importance of making good municipal 
court nominations. They. see how inde- 


7 pendent the voters haye become where 


judicial candidates are concerned, and 
that to make weak nominations is to court 
defeat. It is not unlikely that they would 
welcome the quiet, judicious assistance. of 
the Bar association in the matter of mak- 
ing up a fair list of municipal court 
judges. 

It may be that if the Bar association 
were to pick out a number of men whom 
its members considered eligible some of 
the politicians’ would pretend to see in ‘t 
an attempt to dictate nominations and to 
take away from “the people” as repre- 
sented in the conventions the selection of 
“the people’s judges.” Nothing of the 
kind could happen if the influential party 
leaders were to let the candidates for 
nominations understand that those among 
them who do not seem to the leading 
members of the legal profession to have 
the necessary qualifications will not stand 
much chance in the conventions. If such 
a hint were given probably some of the 
men who are candidates would consider it 
advisable to stick to the practice of the 
law.

GUILTY, AS CHARGED. 

Richard Ivens murdered Mrs. Hollister 
on the 12th of January and a petit jury 
found him guilty on the 24th of March. 
If the law worked with equal celerity ‘n 
all murder cases in this county there 
would be no cause to complain of the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice. All the 
veniremen were familiar with the story of 
the murder of Mrs. Hollister, but it took 
only a short time to get a jury, because 


to the dilatory methods which have been 
used in other cases. After the jury had 
been impaneled the trial proceeded with 
less waste of time than usual. The plea 
of the defense that Ivens had been hyp- 
notized by the police or forced to make an 
untrue confession by them seemed to the 
jurors as unworthy of consideration, as it 
had seemed to the public. They found 
hint guilty of murder and voted the death 
penalty. 

That is not the end of the case. Ivens’ 
guilt is as clear as day, but it is only the 
poorest kind of a criminal lawyer who 
cannot get into a record something which 
he can call “error” and set up as an 
adequate reason why the Supreme court 
should set aside the verdict. There have 
been many instances where the court has 
done that for technical reasbdns,, al- 
though the findings of the jury had not 
been influenced in the slightest degree by 
the alleged “error.” The state’s attorney 
brought Ivens to trial as soon as he could. 
If there shall be an appeal to the Supreme 
court it may be taken for granted that he 
will have the arguments set for the earli- 
est possible date and have the people's 
side of the case adequately presented. 

Ivens was brought to trial and a verdict 
rendered with reasonable promptness, 
That was largely due to the atrocity ot 
his crime. Other Chicago murder cases 
will not be dealt with so expeditiously 
unlegs the defects in criminal procedure 
due to unwise Supreme court rulings or 
to intperfect laws shall be removed. It is 
necessary to. keep on agitating for the re- 
form of that procedure. 


THE POLITICAL BRIDGETENDERS. 

The city council should stand. by the 
action of the finance committee in providing 
that the appropriation for bridgetenders 
shall henceforth be expended under the 
civil service law. The pending appropria- 
tion bill requires that bridgetenders shall be 
paid as members of the regular classified 
seryice of the city. 

This requirement is distasteful to certain 
political elements. It is >of course, highly 
distasteful to Mr, Patrick White, who, as 
“ superintendent of bridges,”’ has so long 
drawn a good salary for political reasons 
only. It is highly distasteful to the men 
who hold jobs as bridgetenders-and sublet 
them at a handsome margin. It is highly 
distasteful to aldermen who value the power 
to dole out these positions in return for aid 
in “ getting ont the vote.” The motives of | 
the opposition,.however, emphasize the need 
of the reform. 

It is possible that an effort may be made 
in the council—under the plea, perhaps, of 
economy—to modify the appropriation bill 
respecting this matter so as to perpetuate 
the old régime. If such an effort is made it 
should be defeated. It was an evil omis- 
sion which left bridgetenders outside the 
civil service law when that was first adopted, 
| It has been the force of evil traditions which 
has since kept them outside. Apart from 
team-hiring in the bureau of streets and 
alleys, the positions of bridgetenders consti- 
tute the chief example of unadulterated poli- 
tics in the public service. This stronghold 
of political pull should be got rid of.

it was hard to prevent such frauds from | 
being successful sometimes or to get the 


perpetrators punished. The burden of proof 
fay on those who charged that the signa- 
tures were bogus, and often it was difficult 
to get the owners of the names signed to 
come in and swear that they had been 


forged. To meet these conditions the leg- 


islature at its last session passed the Gard- 
ner amendment to the election law. This 
amendment requires all names an petitions 
to be signed “by the qualified voters in 
their own proper persons only.” Some resi- 
dent of the election district in which the 
signatories live must take oath that the sig- 
natures were affixed in hispresence. Viola- 
tions of the act are defined and punishable 
as forgery and perjury. 

Despite this amendment several fraudu- 
fen# petitions for nominations for election 
as aldermen at the coming city election have 
been received by the election commissioners. 
The officials should not be content this time 
merely to throw out the illegal papers. All 
who took part in getting them up should be 
vigorously prosecuted. Frauds of this kind 
should not go unpunished. They make trou- 
ble for officials and expense for the public, 
and they are dangerous. After a few con- 
victions and sentences under the Gardner 
law there probably would be little further 
heard in Chicago about fraudulent petitions,

Mrs. D’Oyly, who has been murdered in so 
shocking a fashion 
husband, Hastings Hadley D’Oyly, has been 
occupying the position of governor of the 
Andaman islands, the penal settlement of 
British India, to which the most desperate 
of native criminals are consigned, bears a 
fame that is familiar to many people in this 
country. 

This is due to the controversy between her 
father-in-law, Sir Warren Hastings D’Oyly, 
and Dr. John Evans, the American dentist 
in Paris, who, on securing from the late pope 
through the payment of the customary fees 
the title of marquis, had joined thereto the 
name of D’Oyly, assuming at the same time 
the arms, the crest, and the motto of the 
ancient English house of D’Oyly, of which 
Sir Warren is the chief. 

Dr. John Evans (who is a nephew, but in 
no sense the heir, of the late Dr. Thomas 
Evafi$, dentist of Napoleon III, and of Em- 
press Eugénie, and the organizer of the lat- 
ter’s escape from Paris in 1870) even went 
further. For he caused his two sons, Raoul 
and Alister, to assume the titles of Count and 
Viscount D’Oyly, just as if they had been 
the sons of some peet of France whose dig- 
nities antedated the great revolution, in- 
stead of possessing a papal title of nobility, 
which carries with it no such prerogatives 
as the investiture of the sons with titles dur- 
ing the lifetime of their father. 

Dr. John Evans based the assumption of 
the name and: arms of D’Oyly on the asser- 
tion that one of his ancestresses had belonged 
to’ the D’Oyly family. This statement is 
vigorously denied by the English D’Oylys, in 
particular by Sir Warren, who can find no 
trace of this mythical relative of Dr. Evans 
in their family tree. Even had she existed 
it would have given Dr. Evans no right what- 
ever to assume the D’Oyly name or arms. 

~~ 


The first time we hear of a D’Oyly was 


when William the Conqueror granted te his 


companion, Robert D’Oyly, two baronies in 
Oxford. He built Oxford castle and was lord 
high constable of the realm and grand carver 
to the king. He left no sons, but only a 
daughter, who died childless. He was suc- 
ceeded in his honors by his nephew and name- 
sake, Robert D’Oyly, from whom the English 
D’Oylys of today are lineally descended, and 
who, after entertaining Empress Maud at his 
castle of Oxford, helped her to escape from 
that stronghold when she was besieged there 
by King Stephen. It may be remembered 
that, the ground being thickly covered with 
snow, she and her companions dressed them- 
selves in white and thus evaded the notice 
of the sentries. Nor was this the only escape 
in which he assisted her. For when it be- 
came necessary for her to flee from Devizes, 
Robert D’Oyly caused the empress to be 
nailed down into a coffin, had it placed upon 
a bier, and then borne in funeral procession 
out of the town, he himself acting as chief 
rmourner. 
> 

The baronetcy of the D’Oylys dates from 
the reign of King Charlies I., who conferred 
it upon Sir William D'Oyly, who was a mem- 
ber of parliament for Norfolk, and one of the 
most devoted adherents of the royalist cause. 
For several generations the D’'Oylys have 
been identified with the British government 
service in India, and the sixth baronet, Sir 
John D’Oyly of D’Oyly Park, Hampshire, 
was the most intimate friend and associate 
of Warren Hastings, whose cause he vigor- 
ously championed from his seat in the house 
of commons. 

It is in memory of this friendship that the 
present baronet bears the Christian name 
of Warren. Sir Warren was at the head of 
all the Indian prisoms, retired from the 
service not long ago, and last year was over- 
taken by financial misfortune and gazetted 
a bankrupt. His father, the late Sir Charles 
D’Oyly, was one of the most distinguished 
generals in the Indian army, and Sir War- 
ren’s eldest son and heir, as I have stated 
above, is governor of the Andaman islands, 
where Mrs. D’Oyly has been murdered on the 
Lord Mayo, while 
viceroy of India, was assassinated in 2872.

None but reigning monarchs have the right 
to confer titles of nobility, that being a pre- 
rogative restricted to sovereigns actually ov- 
cupying thrones. There is only one pretender 
who disregards the rule and who goes about 
conferring dignities of this kind right and 
left—namely: the duke of Orleans. I men- 
tion some time ago how he/had created 
Mme? de Waru a countess in recognition of 
her success in obtaining funds for the 
furtherance of the royalist cause from her 
new rich acquaintances at Paris imbued 
with social aspirations. Now he has be- 
stowed the historic title of duke of Nemours 
upon the infant son of the duke and duchess 
of Vendéme, the duchess being a sister of 
Prince Albert of Belgium, and the duke a 
son of that duchess of Alencon who per- 
ished in the charity bazaar fire at Paris some 
years ago. The last duke of Nemours was 
the grandfather of the duke of Vend6me 
and the granduncle of the pretender. The 
old duke of Nemours was also at his death 
the last knight of the famous French order 
of the St. Esprit or Holy Ghost. He bore an 
extraordinary resemblance to King Henry 
IV., but was imbued with an avarice totally 
foreign to that great monarch’s character. 
The most incredible stories used to be told 
of his meanness in money matters, which 
contrasted strangely with his looks and ap- 
pearance. His elder brother was the present 
pretender’s grandfather, the late duke of Or- 
leans, and the latter, according to a recently 
published confidential dispatch, addressed by 
the Austrian ambassador in Paris, Count Ap- 
ponyl, to the great Prince Metternich, and 
bearing the date of Aug. 16, 1842, was abso- 
lutely drunk when he met with the accident 


which caused hjs death.

The duke of Orleans, it seems, had been 
entertaining a party of friends and his gen- 
tlemen in waiting at a particularly gay 
luncheon at the Tulleries, and had to such 
an extent drunk every one under the table 
that no one was.in a fit condition to accom- 
pany him when he left to drive to the palace 
of his parénts, King Louis Philippe and 
Queen Mary Amélie at Neuilly. The duke 
was popular, and when some people in the 
street raised a cheer as he drove by, he at- 
tempted to stand up in the carriage to bow 
to them. Much wine, however, had made 
him unsteady on his legs, and a suddén jolt 
of the carriage had the effect of plunging 
him head feremost out of the conveyance on 
to the cobblestones, with the result that 
his neck was broken on the spot. It is doubt- 
ful whether, at the time that Ambassador 
Appony! penned these confidential lines to 
Prince Clement Metternich, over three score 
years ago, he ever dreamed that they would 
eventually be published with the sanction 
of his government. 

King Frederick Augustus of Saxony pays 
an annual allowance to a former chorus girl 
and lady of the ballet.

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY 
USES 163 LANGUAGES IN WORK 


Progress and Development of Organiza- 
tion Discussed at Washington, D. C., 
Meeting—Immigrants Furnish 
a Big Problem. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—The Wash- 
ington meeting of the American Tract so- 
clety was held tonight in the Luther Place 
Memorial church, Justice Brewer of the Su- 
preme court of the United States, honorary 
vice president, presided. Gen. O. O. Howard. 
president of the society, delivered the address, 
and the Rev. Judson Swift, field secretary at 
New York, made a report. 

Gen. Howard dwelt upon the “ great and 
g00d work" accomplished by the tract so- 
clety, setting forth its reaching by the printed 
page tensof thousands who would not other- 
wise be brought under Christian teaching and 
influence. He told of what had been done for 


. the army in the way of a generous distribu- 


tion of tracts, booklets, and volumes among 
the soldiers, He referred to “ those who at 
present are clamoring for the United States 
to give up the Philippines,” and said: 

“We cannot do so rash a thing until we 
have accomplished for those islands what 
* providence has intended us to do—namely: 
Christianize them.’ ’’. This, he said, was both 
the opportunity and mission of our country, 
and one of the most successful agents in this 
work was Christian literature.

Secretary Swift stated that the annual re- 
port showed 106 publicatiogns added to the so- 
clety’s list during the year, including English, 
Polish, Spanish, Italian, German, Bohemian, 
Hungarian, Benga; Gilbert Islands, Portu- 
guese, Bulu, Croatian, Russian, Ruthenian, 
and Umbundu, and the total number of lan- 
guages and dialects in which the society had 
published was now 163. He said the periodical 
cireulation for the year was 2,858,800 copies, 
making the grand total of volumes, periodi- 
cals, and tracts since the organization of the 
society, 754,956,046. 

The secretary's report declared that the 
question of the hour was the immigrant 
problem, upwards of 1,100,000 immigrants 
having arrived in the United States during 
the year 1905.

The most telling and permanent work 
among the immigrants, the report said, is 
done by means of the society’s Christian lit- 
erature in the language or dialects which 
they speak, distributed by its colporteurs, 
who meet them at Millis island and also visit 
them in their homes. This line of service, 
the report urged, should be greatly Increased 
and will be as soon as sufficient funds are 
forthcoming. | 

The society's colportage is a house to house 
work, carrying an evangelical message to the 
Christian homes and emphasizing the 
precious truths of the Christian faith. The 
whole number of family visits made by the 
colporteurs during sixty-four years reaches 
15,587,938, and the total number of volumes 
distributed by them numbers 16,649,377; mak- 
ing probably the largest circulating library in 
this country. 


> 

The work in the island possesstons, it was 
pointed out, is to a considerable extent de- 
pendent on the publications of the tract so- 
clety. It has how over thirty distinct pub- 
lications in the Spanish languages. 

In foreign lands the need of the hour, point- 
ed out in the secretary's report, is Christian 
literature In the vernacular. Missionaries 
state, “in some fielde Christian literature to 
explain the bible is more needed than addi- 
tional copies of the scripture.”

The Chinese commissioner, in response to 
the addresses made at the reception tendered 
the commissioners in New York. stated “ the 
great and lasting.service that has been ren- 
dered China is through the translation by 
the missionaries of religious and scientific 
works into the Chinese language.”’ 

There are over one million students tn the 
schoole of the east, and many times that 
number have gone out into active life. The 
distinct publications at foreign mission sta- 
tions has reached a total of 5,248, and the 
total grants of cash and electrotypes amount 
to $813,847. Not less than $1,000,000 is now 
required to furnish the literatwre needed, An 
earnest appeal was made to both the evan- 
gelical po arse and individuals for larger 
offerings.

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TELEPHONE RATES. 

Chicago, March 24.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—In reference to the present telephone 
situation in Chicago, I wish to voice a pro- 
test against the insidious argument of the 


Chicago Telephone company, fn advertise- - 


ments and booklets. in favor of the meas- 
ured rate, using as an illustration the govern- 
ment mail service. They state that surely it 
would not be fair for the government to make 
a flat rate to users of the mails, whereby one 
user might send thousands of pieces of mail 
matter in a day whereas other usera—being 
charged the same rate—would send but a 
few pieces. 

The comparison is inapt and absurd. The 
facilities of the mails are practically un- 
limited, but It is well known that the facili- 
ties of one telephone line are Iimited and 
when a business outgrows that line the tele- 
phone company will Install another line—but 
with an additional cost nearly equal to the 
cost of the original service. When the tele- 
phone company is ready to install anywhere 
from one to twenty lines or as many asemay 
be needed to properly care for a business, for 
a flat rate, the comparison will be more 
proper. I feel that a flat rate should be 
made covering the full or ‘normal usage of 
the telephone. Should a subscriber attempt 
to crowd the line, the numerous complaints 
which he would receive from those who were 
unable to reach him because of busy line 
would soon induce him to install another 
line.

Chicago Stocks. 

In the Chicago stock market there was & 
pronounced weakness in Diamond Match, 
owing to the fight being waged on the com 
pany’s methods by certain New York whole- 
sale dealers and independent match manu- 
fecturers. The Diamond company has un- 
dertaken to induce’ wholesalers to sign its 
factor plan whereby the dealer agrees not 
to handle the product of any other match 
company under penalty of being unable 
either to handle Diamond matches at all or 
to bandle them on such terms that there will 
be no profit in the business. 

Such a contract is alleged by those who 
would not sign it to be in restraint of trade 
and unlawful. The independents, asserting 
that it was a plain attempt to force them 
out of business, have sought to retaliate by 
combining their influence with that of the 
wholesalers. They are asking for a “ fair 
deal.”’ The fact that the Diamond company 
had to resort to such extreme measures, too, 
in an effort to limit competition, indicates 
how strong the latter is. 


Traction Shares. 

The traction shares showed some improve- 
ment. Although the business in them has 
been in small volume, there was a quick 
fall after the Supreme court decision. It 
should have been expected there would be 
some recovery from the low prices and this 
has occurred. But the value of traction 
stocks can be estimated with no more satis- 
faction now than immediately after the ren- 
dering of the decision. The tangible assets 
of the properties distributed over the bonds 
amount to about 40c on the dollar. There 
is apparently nothing left under the circum- 
stances for the stock. But as the first lien 
bonds are entitled to preference in distri- 
bution of assets, second mortgage liens 
should be worth less than 40c based on as- 
sets in sight. The City railway property 
figures out something like 72c on a dollar. 
As it has no bonds all values will go to the 
stock.

There is a pool in the stock which explains 
the price situation. The public is taking 
no interest in it, otherwise an advance might 
have been expected when the extra dividend 
of 1 per cent on the common was declared. 
There has been no market since that time 
on which to unload. 

Chicago Telephone has steadied around 
120. This is discountifig a considerable re- 
duction in earnings which under any circum- 
stances may be expected.if the company 
secures an extension of its franchise. The 
Illinois Telephone company is installed at 
a flat rate of $85 a year for business phones. 
The Chicago company can hardly expect to 
do better than that, as against the price 
of $175 which it has been charging. There 
is no reasonable doubt that the Chicago 
Telephone dividend will be cut. 

Chicago Edison has declined on dribbling 
liquidation in sympathy with the general 
franchise situation. In the remainder of 
the market there was little of interest. 


Bank Share Market. 


The bank stock merket continues dull. As 
far as activity is concerned it has been al- 
most killed by the events of the last three 
months, but prices continue irregular. Chi- 
cago National stock reacted some on the 
failure of negotiations looking toward a sale 
of the Walsh properties. 

Tilinoig Trust has been firm, the bid price 
standing at 660. Before the advance began 
J. KR. Moore, D. G. Reid, and W. H. Moore 
purchased 100 shares each of the stock at 
600, paying $60,000, or a total of $180,000 for 
the entire lot. Theinvestment return at that 
price is 2.66 per cent.

Seaboard 
exporters advised that the European interest 
in Manitoba wheat was strong, with the hold- 
ers reluctant to let go at the prices offered. 
For the first time in many weeks the stocks 
of grain at Minneapolis showed a decrease, 
this on Saturday, and conservative men in the 
northwest expressed belief that from no 
ow the holdings would dwindle. The arri 
at the two leading points at times showed de- 
creases as compared with the receipts of a 
year ago, and the bulle said that a good per- 
centage of the grain shipped In came from 
elevators and not from the farmers them- 
selves.

Light Receipts Help Corn. 

The corn market last week showed only 
moderate activity, and prices kept within 
narrow limits, showing firmness the greater 
part of the period. The principal features 
that encouraged the bull were the light ship- 
ments from the farms and continued poer 
condition of roads in the belt. The cash 
situation showed a fairly firm undertone, 
and the clearances from the seaboard, par- 
ticularly in the latter days, were larger 
than they recently-have been. The return 
of Mr. Patten, who expresses bullishness 
on the coarse grains, was an event out of the 
ordinary, and his talk of a growing demand 
in the south and southwest for both corn 
and oats, backed by his support in the pit, 
caused nervousness among sherté. In the

Seeding Talk Aids Oats. 


An Influence that was strongly felt in the 
oats market was born of reports that the 
seeding would be late and that the acreage 
probably would be smaller.
